ENGLAND. 
London, May 2b. -At a recent meeting 
of the wntcliaiul cluck -milkers in London 
a loiiu discussion arcisu on inniinfH'oHirinj; 
Sir John bo ii net t, the "great ' cluck - 
maker, introduced thu topic of chrono- 
meters. This Icil to n general discussion. 
iSir John mid Professor Whipple both do- 
clitred tlmt cheup American and Swiss 
watches and clock* are being bu success 
fully introduced into Great Britain that 
they wore rapidly gaining preference 
among the people mid ruining the Eng- 
lish industry, bir John admitted that the 
business of nuking time keepers ill Eng- 
land was in a mi.st desperate condition of 
decline, and he declared that unless some 
tiling effective was soon dene to Counter- 
act American and Swiss competition that 
the British article would bo extinct in a 
few years. The society resolved to peti- 
tion the government to appoint a com- 
mission to make ofJicial inquiry into the 
causes of the decline of British watch and 
clock manufacturing, and report upon the 
beBt plana to arrest the decline and restore 
the trade. 

London, May 2o. — There is no doubt 
that the Rev. Edward Dean, of Bangor, 
■was insane when he committed suicide 
last night by hanging himself to his bed- 
post, lie had been apparently demented 
for some months, but being apparently 
harmless, it was not deemed necessary to 
put him under restraint or surveillance. 
His leading idiusyncracy was a notion 
that tea-drinking ivus conducive to nation- 
al imbecility.

EASTERN STATES. 

NoitWALK, Conn., May 2(i. A stupid 
local paper published a lung article last 
Friday, stating that there was a steady 
run on ono of the oldest liauks in the city. 
Excited depositors started a run which 
took $,'10,000 from the Norwalk Savings 
Bank before the alleged joker explained 
that he referred to a gravel bank. 

New Orleans, May 20.— The Times 
(Democrat) New I bona special says : The 
crisis here is fast approaching... The out- 
look is ominous. A number Bf Fontel- 
lonus' adherents are marching about, the 
streets at night, shouting for their leader 
and singing "We'll hang Judge Gates on 
a. sour apple tree;" and tiring pistols. The 
women and children are terrorized. Tim 
only subject discussed is the imminent 
peril ol a conflict. Fontelleaus' itdliereuts 
maintained an armed garrison at night in 
the court house, and during the day there 
is a largo crowd of his supporters in the 
immediate neighborhood. Judge Gates 
is supported by the merchants and educu 
tod people, who are also prepared for a 
struggle. They have established their 
arsenal about two squares from the court 
house, and have organized a body of men, 
ull well armed. A milina col ipany has 
also been formed, ready at a moment's 
call. 

.1 tidge Foiitelloaus stated to-day that, in 
matter what might come, Judge Galea 
would never preside over this court. lie 
unid tlmt, even if the militia were sent 
there, it would not alter the condition of 
things. Sheriff elect Veasey presented Ins 
bond to the deputy clerk of the court, the 
clerk being absent. The deputy said he 
could not curtify to the bonds; that it 
might take one hour, two hours, or two 
months tu do it. Judge Gates' friends 
then determined to telegraph the gover- 
nor the situation, so that every step might 
bu within the law. Troops aro asked for 
that they might reach hero by Wednesday 
evening. 

Foiitelloaus' faction is in possession of 
the court house. The officers elect pre- 
sented to tlio actual clerk of thu court their 
bonds, signed by thu best citi/.ons, and (lie 
same wore practically refused. They are 
now waiting for action by Genera! I'oroy, 
of the militia. Trouble is expected to- 
night or to-morrow- The struggle, judg- 
ing from indications, will be a hot ono, as 
the excitement is very great. There is 
bad bloud mi both sides.

Visitors to Sitka are at once attracted 
by the old castle on the hill, once thu 
homo of the Russian governor, who ruled 
with almost despotic power, but now, alas, 
converted into a United States signal 
station. Once destroyed by fire and once 
prostrated by an earthquake, it was each 
time rebuilt. Signs of dilapidation are 
observable, but its massive walls will 
stand for generations. The desolation of 
its appearance lendsan added charm to the 
legends which bang about it. One of 
these traditions is to the. effect that Baron 
Romanoff, when occupying the castle as 
governor, had in his household a niece, an 
orphan whose guardian hu was, a ni"st 
beautiful young lady, as all traditionary 
maidens are or should be.

The 
Romanoff, concealing bis displeasure 
under a cloak of urbanity, gave the ob- 
structing lieutenant an honorable com- 
mand and dispatched him upon an expe- 
dition to some distance. During the ab- 
sence of the lover the maiden yielded to 
the threats and demands of her stern un- 
cle, and the wedding preparations were 
hastily made. The timid and heart broken 
(>irl and the prince stood up before the 
priest, who solemnized the forced union, 
the marriage bells rang out their mock 
peals of joy, and revelry held sway in the 
great hall oi the castle. Suddenly the 
young lieutenant stood in the midst of thu 
gay throng, his gaiineuts travel-stained 
and torn, and his countenance haggard 
with suffering. He paused before the uu 
happy maiden, took her baud in his, gazed 
into her face, and then upon the run.' the 
prince had placed upon her linger. With- 
out uttering a word, and while the as- 
sembled guests were staring with amaze- 
ment and curiosity, be drew a dagger 
from Ins belt and plunged it into In r 
breast.

On the anniversary 
of her wedding night the spirit of the 
murdered girl can be seen passing thlouull 
the c.i.itlu halls, dressed ill her rich bridal 
robes, tears streaming from her eyes as 
she presses her hand over the red wound 
in her breast. Often before a severe 
tempest she may be seen on the tourer of 
the abandoned lighthouse, burning a light 
till dawn to guide the spirit of her lover 
on the stormy sea. --West Shore.

A London cablegram says: Contribu- 
tions for the relief of General Gordon 
continue to pour in from all sources, not- 
withstanding the repellant attitude of 
Lord Mayor Fowler and the London 
papers, which have refused to receive sub- 
scriptions on the ground that the govern- 
ment should not be relieved, by such a 
movement, from its plain duty of send- 
ing a military expedition to General Gor- 
don's rescue, The people, however, who 
idolize Gordon, are tired of waiting for 
government action, and are anxious to 
contribute money tu someone in the hopo 
that soino means may be found, when the 
sum becomes large enough, to apply ii 
practically. The contributions have lately 
been flowing in a liberal stream toward 
General Gordon's sister, who has now re- 
ceirea upwards of §fi00, 000, intended for 
the general's relief. This money comes 
from all classes of people and much of it is 
aunt anonymously, so that it will lie im- 
possible to return it if no practical plan 
for employing it according to the desires 
of thu givers can bo devised. 



IMrtl of Starvation. 

Ooucoltl), N. 11., May 0. —The circum- 
stances attending the death of Franklin 
P. Norris, a young lawyer, shows it to 
have resulted from starvation. The de- 
cuasod was until within two years a tele 
graph operator in the South, but was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Concord, having ob- 
tained the requisite legal reading. He 
was very poor, but was upright, temper- 
ate, and industrious, but did not develop 
much aptitude for the profession. Hia 
earnings were not enough, it now turns 
out, to pay for ordinary table board, but 
his straightened circumstances were not 

suspected. Late in the after n a visi 

tor to l he oflice in which Norris had a 
desk found the poor follow alone and in 
convulsions. He lay on a sofa with a 
thill <|iiik iiver him. The only food in 
the room was a small bag of crackers. It 
transpires that lie had no other bulging 
place but the ofliee, and that he bad no 
food durum the day except a few crackers. 
Five hours alter be was discovered be 
died, medical attendance being unable to 
restore his vitality, There were many in 
Cuucord who would have helped him, had 
they known Ilia destitution.

THE EXTENSION OF THE CITY. 

There has lately boen considerable at- 
tention drawn to tho iiRcoaaity of afford- 
ing facilities for the extension of the city 
eastward, both outside tho council and 
within it. A city with any vitality about 
it must naturally extend in some direction, 
and as Victoria may be said to bo blocked 
011 tho north by Chinatown, it has only 
three directions left for expansion, north- 
cast, east and south. One of tho most 
feasible directions for extension, especially 
as regards house property, is that in which 
streets have already been opened, such as 
Johnson, Pandora, North Park and Chat- 
ham streets. Now, up to a certain point, 
say as high as Cook streot, these streots 
or their continuations are of a fair uni- 
form width of from 40 to 00 feet, with 
aomo exceptions. Above Cook stroot and 
through Spring Ridge, the streots men- 
tioned find irregular continuations in nar- 
row lanos only about 20 feet wide. Now, 
if tho owners of lots could be persuaded 
to give 10 feet on either side so as to make 
tho streots 10 feet wide, as far as required, 
tho corporation might proceed with tho 
work at once. This is particularly neces- 
sary as thoro is a great tendency to build 
in this locality, and if streets are not laid 
out 011 the new line tho old one will be 
taken, and tho opportunity either lost or 
tho expense of effecting the improvement 
considerably increased; and, indeed, in 
some cases, this has already occurred. 
There is also a vacant plot of land inter- 
fering with the continuation of thoso 
stroets, portions of which would probably 
have to bo made over to tho corporation 
in consideration of tho streets being run 
through them. Tho chief point, however, 
is to get the owners of the lots bordering 
on the streets or lanos that require widen- 
ing to give the necessary land, a gift which 
is quite as much in their own interest as 
in that of tho public, as a nar- 
row public thoroughfare has al- 
ways a direct tendency to depreciate 
tho value of house property, while one of 
fair width is as certain to enhance it. If 
the owners give the required land and the 
city makes the streets, both may be consid- 
ered to have received fair value for their 
outlay. The property owners on the lower 
portion of soino of these streets have already 
done this and have thus set an excellent ex- 
ample to others who have now an oppor- 
tunity of not only improving their own 
property, but this portion of tho city at tho 
same time. In the vicinity of Spring 
Ridge over twenty new houses have been 
erected this year, and il is expected there 
will be twenty more erected before autumn. 
Under these circumstances the urgency of 
the case is apparent and must have its due 
weight iu promoting the improvement now 
called for. In glancing over tho map of 
Victoria one cannot fail to be struck by the 
absence of any of those small squares or 
breathing places which are so common and 
ho necessary in other cities. This was no 
doubt an oversight in the laying out of the 
city which wo shall have to put up with, 
tiud we may consider ourselves lucky if we 
get our streets through in such a manner as 
to facilitate the progress of the city. With 
the sound of the feet of an alien race, who 
neither want capital nor enterprise, 
nor skill to use them, running behind us, 
no opportunity should be neglected of ad- 
vancing the interests of our city in any di- 
rection in which it may seem desirable; 
mid it is to bo hoped that both private citi- 
zens and the civic authorities will unitedly 
ntrive for the attainment of this laudable ob- 
ject. 

LICENSE. 

Freedom of thought and speech are 
among the greatest privileges that modern 
civilization has bestowed upon men. It 
is not likely that the people will ever 
again submit to the restraints that wore 
placed upon them in days gone by. They 
have enjoyed liberty too long. But liber- 
ty is one thing nnd licenso is another. 
While every man can claim as his birth- 
right the privilege to think and talk as he 
likes on all subjects in regard to which ho 
has as much right to follow his mind and 
conscience as any other man — such as re- 
ligion, science and politics — it is against 
all the interests of society to allow tho pro- 
snulgationof such pernicious doctrines as 
are now being sent broadcast over the 
world. In most of the European countries 
and in America also, societies oxist and 
papers are published whose chief aim is to 
overthrow all established institutions; to 
teardown or uproot everything that time 
and tradition have niado sacred to tho 
civilized world, " Equality and commun- 
ism" are their arms, and to accomplish 
them lawlessness and violence are preach- 
ed as the m >st effective means. The fol- 
lowing is a translation of part of an ar- 
ticle in the notorious socialistic journal, 
Freiheit, Herr Most's organ. Could any- 
thing be more horrible than its contents! 
''One line morning every workman will 
got up having in view such and such a 
juan. He will present himself, having his 
■whole arsenal in Ihh pocket, before one of 
tho tyrants. Ho will seek him at his 
house, in his office, in his factory, at tho 
counter, at the store or in the church. 
There ho will bludgeon him, or stab him, 
or poison him. With tho bullet or with 
dynamite ho will prevent the tyrant from 
doing harm in the future. And if such a 
thing happens in a hundred different 
placesin a great cityjif in fifty other places 
lires are lighted; if, meantime, small bodies 
should destroy the telegraph Hiiuh and tele- 
phones; would not a general panic result 
from that, and would not 'good society' 
be struck all of a heap together I Bo 
aides, would not the proletariat bo on fire 
as by a magic power with the passion for 
revolution ! We believe, at least, that 
this way of understanding the tactics of 
war ought to bo given serious considera- 
tion by every revolutionist. Let each one 
picture to himself the immense influence 
•which these tactics would have, It would 
bring about a general imitation. Houso- 
boldurs would refuse thuir rents, and 
would pay the landlord with a bullet from 
the revolver. It is clear that this mode 
of lighting would result in victory for the 
greatest number and in tho destruction of 
the few. Tho rest will be found out later. 
Wu await better suggestions." 

M UNIOIPA L TA XA TJON. 

A local contemparary has something to 
say respecting municipal taxation and t he 
proper time to revise the real estate assess- 
ment roll. Our 1. c. counsels the taxation 
of personal property. A fairer system 
would be the imposition of swingeing taxes 
on the real estate of absentees, ineu who 
will neither improve their holdings nor 
allow others to do so; w..o profit by the en- 
terprise and improvements of others and 
get off without contributing a fair share to 
the civic revenue. It is all Well enough to 
taJk about taxing people's furniture, goods, 



money, jewellery, etc., but tho delinquent 
and absent real estate owner ought to be 
first looked after and mnde to pay dollar for 
dollar with his go-ahead neighbor. Tho 
man who lays one brick on another en- 
hances the valuo of his neighbor's property. 
Why should not the neighbur bo made to 
pay toNthe oxtent that he has been beue- 
titte.1V

Toronto, May 10. —It is stated on ex. 
cellent authority that Harley, M. 1'. for 
South Oxford, is to retire, receiving for 
doing so a situation under tho Ontario 
government, and that tho Hon. T. W. 
Anglin will bo returned in his place. 

The electric light teat for lighting the 
greater portion of tho city to last three 
months between tho Hochhauson and 
Vanderpool systems has beon commenced. 

A man was soen about 2 o'clock this 
morning entering the grounds at the par- 
liament buildings and concealing himself 
amongst tho shrubbery. He was arrested 
by tho guards and gave his name as Thus. 

He was remanded by the court 
till Monday so that enquiries about him 
can bo made. 

Pour Hove, May 10. — During a thun 
der storm tho lightning struck the steeple 
of the baptist church completely demol- 
ishing the roof and damaging the brick 
work. 

Ottawa, May 19.— Sir John Macdon- 
ald loft for Kingston this morning where 
one of his sisters lies dangerously ill. His 
many personal friends sincerely hope that 
the illness will not havo a fatal termina- 
tion, as is feared. 

Tho man named French, who was mor- 
tally wounded by his father-in-law last 
Arbor Day at Gatinoau Point, succumbed 
to his injuries last Saturday evening. 
French — who was a lazy. good for- nothing 
fellow — was disliked by his father in-law, 
Osborne, and several quarrels took place 
between them. On the day in question 
Osborne lo3t all control of himself and with 
a revolver tired a shot at French, hitting 
him in the abdomen. Osborne has been 
arrested. 

GkoroetoWN, May 17. — The residence of 
Mr. Francis Clark, of Ulonwilliams, w as en- 
tered this morning by ... burglar, »■!,„ sue- 
ceed in making away with cash to the 
amount of $1,050. It appears that Mr. 
Clark had arrived home from Windsor with 
that amount the day previous, which lie 
placed in his pants pocket and slept with 
them under his head. About OHO or two 
in the morning he became aware of them 
being gently drawn from under him and 
sprang up in time to see a man leaving the. 
room, and followed him down stairs and 
tired II revolver at him. As no trace of tliu 
ball could be found afterwards, it is pre- 
sumed it struck tho burglar somewhere, 
who immediately grabbed a chair and threw 
it through the window and then sprang 
through himself and made good his escape. 
The pants were found afterwards some dis- 
tance from the house. 

London, May IS —The London Eust 
electors voted upon tho questions of 
water Hiipply from tho city or by inde- 
pendent works yesterday, and carried the 
bylaw in favor of independent works by a 
majority of 3'J votes. The vote was a 
small one, and carrying of the bylaw 
means an expenditure of at least §50,000 
with no definite assurance of a sufficiency 
of water. 

Arthur Watson, tailor, was arrested for 
drunkenness, and while in the cells 
strangled himself to death with his neck- 
trchiof, which he attached to the bars.

It was decided to interview Sir 
Leonard Tilley 011 the subject when he 
arrives in town.

A Reported Discovery in a 
Manitoba Mountain. 

WlNNirBO, May 21 — Dr. Jacobs, of 
Madison, Wis., and W. O. Collins, assis- 
tant superintendent of the LaCrosso and 
Wisconsin Valley divisions of thoChicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road, left hero to- 
day for the Rabbit mountain mine, eight 
miles from Murrille, on the Port Arthur 
division. Mr, Collins represents the 
estato of tho late II. C. Atkins, assistant 
genera! superintendent of the St. Paul 
road, who had a largo interest in Rabbit 
mountain. Dr. Jacobs, one of the 
wealthiest men in Wisconsin, worked with 
Flood, O'Brien and Maekay in California 
in the bonanza days. He says the speci- 
mens submitted to him from the Rabbit 
mountain mine are inarvelously rich, but 
from the appearance of the quartz he does 
not behove tho vein will hold out long. 

Rabbit mountain men say that ten tons 
of quartz which they have shipped to 
Newark, N. J., will yield §5,000 a ton, 
and that was only surface, ore. Thure are 
forty tons of rock at the top of the shaft 
which, so the miners say, will yield $11,000 
a ton. Rabbit mountain was long known 
to the, Indians. They told Oliver Dounais, 
a half-breed, and ho sold half an interest 
to General Wilde iu America, and others, 
a year ago.

Tho municipal council has 
carried the day, and in a few weeks the 
house will be demolished with all the rest 
of tho old Jewish quarter, so long an ob- 
ject of curiosity to strangers.

Old Time Executions in .Vic- 
toria. 



The lirst person hanged ou Vancouver 1s- 
luuil was an Indian who hud murdered a 
Hudson Bay Co.'s shepherd at Christmas 
Hill, near where VanAUman's farm is now. 
The culprit and his friends showed tight, 
but Governor Douglas walked into the hos- 
tile camp, seized the man and had him 
strung up as a warning to all murderously 
inclined savages. This was in 1854. 

About the same year the Cowiohatis re- 
belled and a naval force was landed and 
sent against theiu. They seized the of- 
fenders, hanged all who deserved it and pun- 
ished others in various ways; and there 
was uu inure trouble with that tribe uutil 
Archie-wan, a lesser Cowiohan chief, in 
lfcH!.!, murdered a white family, lied to a 
small island with about 10 followers, in- 
trenched himself there and declared war 
against tho whites. The gunboat Forward, 
commanded by Capt. Laseelles, was sent 
against the rebels. They tired and killed 
one of tho sailors. The gunboat returned 
for heavier guns and shelled the fortifica- 
tions, after which the marines and sailors 
lauded and captured Archie-wan and 
five of his band and brought them to Vic- 
toria for trial. They were convicted of 
murder and were all hanged upon a beauti- 
ful summer morning in the space in front 
of the Police Barracks. Several other In- 
dians were hanged in the same space within 
tho next few years, and then came the law 
which made executions private. A few In- 
dians have since been hanged within the 
prison yard. 

The most notable cases since lN7ll were 
those of Geo, Boll and Thomas Suhoohty 
both white men. 

Hell was a coal miner and worked on the 
day shift in the Vancouver Coal Company's 
mines. Uo had for wife an Indian woman 
and torn neighbor another eottl miner who 
worked on the night shift, so that as one 
went to work the other came from it. An 
arrangement of the "Box nud Cox" order 
sprang up between Bell's Indian wife and 
lhe neighbor; but in the result the wronged 
man discovered all and gave tho neighbor 
two hours in which to leave town. Tho 
latter went to Departure Bay whither he 
was followed some days afterwards by Bell 
and shot down. lie Vns then beaten with 
lhe butt of a pistol and backed with u knife 
until his body lost all semblance of human- 
ity. Bell was brought to Victoria, tried, 
convicted and hanged from the same gal- 
lows from which Lemon will be suspended 
ou Saturday. 

The case of Schooley was a very peculiar 
one. He was one of the original locators of 
the Hope silver lead and was supposed to 
be very wealthy when he courted und won 
the hand of Miss Formiin, a pretty young 
English girl, daughter of ex-councillor 
Harry Formun, who kept a bar at the 
corner of Fort and Wharf streets. After 
marriage Schooley took to thinking, and 
one dark winter evening, while his wife was 
sitting at dinner in her father's house, with 
her child on her knee, he appeared at the 
door of the room and fired a revolver at 
her. She was unharmed and tied from Lhe 
house. Schooley then tired twice at Fore- 
man, shooting him through the hand and 
back. Forninn and the rest of the family 
ran to a neighbor's. Schooley barricaded 
himself in the house and fired at all who 
approached until about three o'clock in the 
morning, when a reporter on The t'olonUt 
crawled through a window and seized the 
murderer as he lay on the lloor in a drunk- 
en stupor. Formal) died tho next day and 
Schooley was convicted and hanged soon 
afterwards on the same scuil'old that had 
been prepared for Bell. 

I>iiil TiiiM-s in Portland. 

The effect of dull times is being plainly 
felt in the city of Portland and can as 
plainly be seen. The losses and shrink- 
ago sustained in the last year have been 
terrific, amounting to a sum variously es- 
timated between live and ten million 
dollars. This for a town of twenty-live or 
thirty thousands Houls was a staggering 
blow and their standing up under it is a 
reliable indication of the solidity of the 
merchants, capitalists and properly owners 
of the city. In railroad stocks they lost 
a fabulous amount of money, while the 
depreciation in real estate and lowered 
routs has caused them even a greater loss. 
Added to this came the decline in bread 
stuffs, and with it tho biases to dealers of 
from ?30,000to 8100,000 apiece, aggregat- 
ing a full half million dollars. With all 
this has conio an almost entire cessation of 
building, an upsetting of trade and a dull- 
ness and depression generally. The old 
fight of Eastern Oregon and Washington 
against tho city has boon resumed, the 
towns there struggling to release them- 
selves from Portland's clutch wita a view- 
to building direct trade of their own with 
tho great cities of the east, l'ortland, 
though, is well located, has the starl and 
the ability and enterprise to sustain her, 
and she will recover from bur present con- 
dition of dumps and go on indefinitely 
growing up with the country.— Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer. 



How They Went Sailing.

In the morn- 
ing tho boat may speed along in tho plea- 
sant breeze, and the navigators, after a 
jolly time, arrive at their destination, 
never thinking what freaks tho wind may 
take in tho evening. So it was with tho 
sailing party that started from Victoria 
for Cadboro Bay on Sunday morning last. 
They got there all right and enjoyed 
themselves in a delightful picnic.

Tho 
tired and drenched party soon landed and 
starting for town arrived at homo about 
5 a.m. Monday morning, reflecting sadly 
uixiii tho uncertainties of aquatics.

ANOTIIEK MURDER MYS- 
TERY. 

The Case of roisuniiig Against 
:i Newly married Couple. 

An Ottorville, Out., dispatch says: This 
village is still in a fermaut of excitement 
over the arrest of the Hubert Pearce and 
wife ou a charge of poisoning. Their al- 
leged victim was Henry Vnnsickle, who 
kept a hotel here. Yausieklo was 50 years 
of ago aud Mrs. Pearce was his wife. Her 
maiden name was Lester, and her family 
live in Woodstock. A yeur or so ago Yau- 
sickle married Miss Lester, who was much 
younger than her husband and of an at- 
tractive appearance. Pearce was bartender 
in Vansickle's hotel. Iu tho course of time 
he acquired such intimacy with the young 
wife that they indulged in buggy rides and 
similar amusements together. On one oc- 
casion thoy were away for two days. 
Things went on iu this way till November 
Pith last, when Yausieklo was taken sud- 
denly ill and died. There were suspicious 
at tho time that everything was not exactly 
right, but no evidence was forthcoming to 
substantiate theiu. 'the young widow con- 
tinued in the hotel business and Pearce 
kept his place as bartender. She apparent- 
ly found much consolation for the loss of 
her husband in the young man's company. 
The winter passed in love-making, the re- 
sult being that Mrs. Vausickle became Mrs. 
Pearce on Wednesday of last week. In the 
meantime Nathan Vnnsickle, brother of the 
deceased, had renewed his suspicions as to 
the cause of thu hotel-keeper's death, which 
wore strengthened by the statements of a 
young man named James Donaldson, who 
boarded at the hotel. Donaldson remem- 
bers hearing Pearce and his wife speak of 
the old man as a nuisance, and Pearce had 
stated thoy wanted to get him out of tin- 
way. On the strength of Donaldson's 
statements .Mr. and Mrs, Pearce were ar- 
rested on Thursday last just as they were 
about to start on u honeymoon trip. Tin- 
charge against them is poisoning Vnnsickle 

or, in other words, wilful murder. They 
lire locked up in tho jail at Woodstock, 
pending) a preliminary 'hearing on Satur- 
day next. In the interim an eti'ort will be 
made to have the remains exhumed and the 
stomach submitted to u chemical unalysis.

Give your fowls fresh, clean vrater,cleaii 
walks and low roosts, and you can easily 
keep (.horn in fine health. Care in moult- 
ing is required. 

Many fanners are convinced that mang- 
olds are easier and cheaper cultivated, 
more reliable, and a more valuable Febru- 
ary to May food than turnips. 

Ergot is a fungous growth attacking 
plants soon after blooming, chiefly during 
wet seasons and in uudrained localities. 
It produces gangrene and otuur diseases 
when tin; plants are eaten by cattle. 

Mr. Schmitt, of Franco, says, that by 
putting a piece of catidlewick into any sus- 
pected butter, lighting, and allowing it to 
burn a few minutes, if it be pure, a de- 
licious odor will arise, but if it be oleo- 
margarine, a very disagreeably stench. 

If you have not done so already, clean 
out your wells and cisterns and the pump 
logs. They may contain the germs of 
typhoid and malarial fever. Many wells 
in this county (Middlesex) have been 
tested, and the water found dangerous to 
health. . Take warning in time. 

Field carrots and parsnips may yet bo 
sown. They require rich, well-pulverized 
soil, and should be sown in drills from 'it 
to 28 inches apart. Thin and weed care- 
fully at first, and cultivate thoroughly. 
Both will yield large crops and are nutri- 
ous as food for horses, cuttle or swine. 

Do not turn stock on pastures too 
early; give the grass a chance to get fairly 
started. After months of winter feeding 
there is nothing like fresh green food to 
quicken the action of an aniinul's system; 
but it is better to give a ration of bran 
and flaxseed meal occasionally for that 
purpose than to injure the pasture when 
grass is starting.
